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City may lose racquetball

Sheriff commander 
claims area getting 
'short end of stick'

For years, residents in Vandenberg 
Village and Mission Hills have com­ 
plained about the level of law enforce­ 
ment provided by the Sheriff’s Depart­ 
ment. 
Too little and sometimes too late has 
been the lament. 


There have been public meetings in 
which highrankmg department officials 
have explained the limitations on staff­ 
ing imposed by the board of supervisors. 
Crux of the staffing equation is one 
deputy for each 1,200 residents, 
regardless of geography or other factors. 
To a resident in need of help, this was a 
small comfort 


Now comes a ringing echo of those 
citizen complaints, this time from one of 
the department’s finest. In a budgetary 
request, Lt. Dennis Higgins, commander 
of Lompoc Sheriff’s Substation, writes 
this blunt introduction to his request for 
more personnel: “ Present staffing in the 
substation is inadequate, unrealistic and 
unreasonable. It subjects presently as­ 
signed personnel to a needlessly hazar­ 
dous and potentially dangerous work en­ 
vironment by failing to insure a 
minimum acceptable level of officer 
safety It subjects individual citizens, 
businesses and social institutions of the 
unincorporated Lompoc Valley to sub­ 
standard. inadequate police protection. 
And it has not the potential to guarantee 
that public peace and security in the un­ 
incorporated areas will be maintained 
and that society is firmly in control at all 
times." 


Never before in the memory of most 
observers have substation commanders 
here been so outspoken in advocacy of 
more personnel. This week, Higgins con­ 
ceded that his budgetary requests were 
couched in emotional language, but, he 
said he had spoken out before and had 
found that his honest approach had not 
harmed his career. 


Department officials in Santa Barbara 
say Higgins’ request for more personnel 
is being kept on the back burner for 
future consideration, but no official was 
willing to say that there was any 
likelihood that the request would ever be 
implemented 


The substation is operating now with 
fewer deputies than a year ago and in 
Higgins’ view the results are not hard to 
find “ .. we are currently attempting to 


Fillmore students

remain functional with a staff of seven 
deputies, two fewer than last year. It is 
not working and our situation is becom­ 
ing critical. Either we are going to have 
to have additional officers assigned here 
to the Lompoc Substation, or someone in 
authority is going to have to decide what 
enforcement services we are going to 
eliminate and how we are going to go 
about closing the station when there 
simply is not anyone available to work 
Additionally, another decision is going to 
have to be made somewhere along the 
line concerning just how far a single 
deputy sheriff — alone and without 
reasonably available back-up assistance 
— is expected to pursue his sworn law 
enforcement duties.” 
The struggle has taken its toll: Higgins 
is leaving to assume the post of watch 
commander in the south county. “ Right 
now. I feel I need a change,” he said 
Tuesday, “ and the department needs a 
change.” Then he added, “ I’m burned 
out. I need a rest." 
Later, he said, “ I don’t think I, as the 
substation’s commander should be 
a patrolman.” He was referring to the 
fact that the shortage of personnel 
frequently requires him to go into the 
field on routine investigations that take 
time from his duties as the commander. 
“ Lompoc is getting the short end of the 
stick,“ he said, in a comparison with 
other substations on the number of 
deputies and the workload. 
Higgins' departure will leave the 
department in charge of a sergeant. One 
more deputy will be added to raise the 
substation's field force to eight. 
Higgins had sought two and a half 
more deputies to raise the substation’s 
total force to one lieutenant, one 
sergeant, one detective and nine and a 
half deputies. This is the basis for his 
argument: “ If we study the criminally- 
orientated law enforcement work load of 
the Lompoc Substation for the years 
through 1976, we find an interesting fact: 
Although we have always had the same 
number of duties as Solvang, or, as is 
the case at this time, fewer deputies, our 
work load has remained significantly 
higher in all categories.” 
Higgins’ request spells out the com­ 
plaint that “ The lieutenant and sergeant 
out of necessity, are reduced to being 
report takers, investigators, and as­ 
sisting arresting officers much of the 
time. When one or the other of us is not 
in the field or when we are required to 
attend a meeting, staff training or other 
function held outside our area, we 
frequently leave one deputy on duty 
alone within our area of responsibility.” 
“ Very frankly and very bluntly,” 
Higgins says at another point, “ to expect 
assistance from anywhere else in this 
area is totally unrealistic in that the as­ 
sistance is either too far away, or it is 
unreliable.” That remark was believed 
to be a reference to the frequent argu­ 
ment that help can be brought from 
Solvang or Santa Maria in the event that 
the Lompoc substation’s single deputy on 
duty is called to Jalama Beach for exam­ 
ple and thus geographically out of posi­ 
tion to respond to the Village or Mission 
Hills 
Higgins also scores the lack of law en­ 
forcement support services. He quotes a 
north county patrol sergeant to support 
his argument: “ ...the sheriff's operation 
in the north end of the county takes a 
back seat to the operation in south 
county in almost every respect.” 
“ I have never worked harder or felt 
i lore completely alone than I have in 
Lompoc,” Higgins said

Lompoc faces the prospect of losing a 
proposed racquetball facility unless it 
“ gets its act together” on the matter by 
February 14. 
Mahor E. C. Stevens told the City 
Council Tuesday night that the deadline 
for action had been issued by BKB As­ 
sociates of Ventura, which has offered to 
build a racquetball facility in Lompoc if 
the city will provide a leased site for the 
building. 
Originally planned to be placed in 
Ryon Park, the facility more recently 
has been proposed for a four-acre site 
owned by the county between Lompoc 
Shopping Center and the high school. 
BKB Associates would prefer the more 
central site near the high school, but so 
far the county and the city have not been 
able to come to terms on acquisition of 
the property. 
The city reportedly would prefer to 
have the county deed the land to the city 
as a park site, but the county is known to 
prefer a 50-year lease agreement. 
City Attorney Alan Davidson said to­ 
day the city has had the lease proposal 
only about 10 days and that a meeting 
held on Monday was the first time all 
parties had been able to sit down and dis­ 
cuss the matter. 
“ I can t say that we’re hung up,” 
Davidson said. “ Most of the county’s 
concerns are things that I feel can be 
worked out.” 
Time appears to be the major factor, 
with the question being whether an 
agreement between the city and county 
can be hammered out to the satisfaction 
of BKB Associates by February 14. 
BKB Associates signed an agreement 
to place the racquetball facility in Ryon 
Park but the matter of a location for the 
building got sidetracked before the city 
could give final approval to a deal. 


known. 
From previous indications, 
Mayor Stevens and Councilwoman 
Charlotte Benton could be expected to 
favor a vote in this direction, while Coun- 
cilmen Charles Ward and Joe Valencia 
have been outspoken in their opposition 
to placing it in the park. Ward was ab­ 
sent from Tuesday’s meeting. 
Councilwoman Elinor Lefkowitz told 
The Record today she was “ quite un­ 
comfortable” over the prospect of hav­ 
ing to be the swing vote in any such 


deadlock. 
“ I really feel that the right place for 
this is in the shopping center area and I 
want to see us do all that we prudently 
can to make it come about,” Mrs. 
Lefkowitz said. “ I feel that somehow we 
are going to be able to work it out.” 
The main area of disagreement 
between the city and county on the shop­ 
ping center property hinges on what hap­ 
pens if the racquetball venture fails. 
Under the agreement with BK B that the 


city now has, the city has first option to 
take over the facility. Under the county’s 
proposal, the city would be required to 
take it over. 
This condition is one Mrs. Lefkowitz 
feels would be “ imprudent” for the city 
to accept. 
“ This will be a county building on 
county property, used by county as well 
as city residents,” Mrs. Lefkowitz said. 
“ I feel the county should break the im­ 
passe by giving in on this point.” 


Mayor Stevens hinted at Tuesday’s 
meeting that he would be in favor of 
proceeding with the Ryon Park proposal 
rather than lose the quarter-million 
dollar facility over failure to reach 
agreement with the county on the other 
site within the deadline. 


Ron Fairbanks, a resident of the Ryon 
Park area, reiterated homeowner con­ 
cerns over having the 
racquetball 
facility there, stating that it was feared 
the traffic and noise problems would 
resume if the area were opened up in the 
late evening. 


Mike Siminski, chairman of the Parks 
and Recreation Commission, assured the 
council that if the facility were placed in 
Ryon Park, traffic and noise controls 
would be implemented and the situation 
“ would not be allowed to deteriorate” to 
the former conditions. 


Whether the council would approve a 
racquetball facility in Ryon Park is not 
Honorable 
discharges 
asked by Ford 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Ford today te n tatively ordered 
honorable discharges for an estimated 
700 military deserters who served in 
Vietnam and were wounded in action or 
decorated for valor. However, Ford 
granted no relief for draft evaders or 
other wartime offenders. 
Ford said he wanted the honorable dis­ 
charges given unless there is “ a compell­ 
ing reason to the contrary” in an in­ 
dividual case. His action was limited to 
men who applied for relief under his 
1974- 75 clemency program. 
In memoranda to the attorney general, 
the defense secretary and the nation’s 
military leaders, Ford said: 
“ As commander in chief and consis­ 
tent with the spirit of reconciliation of 
my clemency program, I am hereby 
directing that you take all necessary ac­ 
tion to insure that the discharges of these 
former service members who were 
wounded in combat or who received 
decorations for valor in combat in Viet­ 
nam and who applied to the clemency 
program be reviewed on an individual 
basis. 
“ I am further directing that these dis­ 
charges be recharacterized as honorable 
conditions unless you find a compelling 
reason to the contrary in any case.” 
Ford’s action, according to White 
House officials, meant those men af­ 
fected would have their veterans’ rights 
and medical benefits restored.

not without taking measures to assure 
that 4-H, FFA and other recognized 
youth projects would be able to continue. 
The council approved the introduction 
and first reading of four ordinances per­ 
taining to animal controls. Second 
reading and final adoption is scheduled 
for February 1. 
Following a lengthy public hearing on 
the proposed ordinances, during which 
time concern was expressed that as writ­ 
ten, the new laws would prohibit the 
keeping of animals for youth projects, 
the council asked the staff and the Plann­ 
ing Commission to come up with ap­ 
propriate amendments that would make 
such projects possible. 
Subject to the later amendments, the 
council introduced the four ordinances, 
which would: 
(1) Virtually eliminate the keeping of 
any animals not normal to the household. 
(21 Restrict the keeping of wild 
animals and bees. 
(3) Limit to four the number of dogs 
over four months of age that may be kept 
in a residence 
(4) Provide for an early hearing on dis­ 
puted impounding of animals by animal 
control officers 
Persons now owning animals not per­ 
mitted under the new ordinances would 
be allowed to keep them as a legal non- 
conforming use so long as they do not 
give them up for a period of six months. 
Once given up for that period of time, 
new inn-conforming animals may not be 
acquired, it was pointed out. 
The proposed ordinances do not 
regulate the number of cats that may be 
owned, a situation described as dis­ 
criminatory by one member of the 
audience 
In other actions Tuesday night, the 
council, with Councilman Charles Ward 
absent because of an out-of-town 
business appointment: 
— Adopted a resolution to establish an 
underground utility district between H 
and I streets and Ocean and Cypress 
Avenues.

Consumer prices up 
4.8% during 1976 


WASHINGTON (U PI I - Consumer 
prices rose 0.4 per cent in December and 
4 8 per cent throughout 1976, providing 
Americans with the lowest year-end in­ 
flation rate in four years, the Labor 
Department reported today. 


The 1976 figures reflected a fulfillment 
of President Ford’s promise to bring in­ 
flation below 5 per cent by the end of his 
tenure 
But economists anticipate no 
further improvement during the next 
two years. 


Inflation has cooled considerably from 
the 1974 peak, when prices rose at a 12.2 
per cent rate. Last year produced the 
lowest inflation rate since it was 3.4 per 
cent in 1972

Conrad to retire as 
president of college 


Walter E. Conrad, president of Allan 
Hancock College for the past 20 years, 
announced today that he had officially in­ 
formed the Board of Trustees of the 
college at their meeting last night that 
he would retire June 30. 
Conrad has headed the 57-year-old in­ 
stitution through a period of its major

growth, ranging from a few hundred stu­ 
dents in 1957 to more than 9,000 students 
presently enrolled at the main campus in 
Santa Maria and at centers in Lompoc 
and Vandenberg Air Force Base. During 
this time the campus has expanded from 
a few barracks and hangars remaining 
from the Hancock Airfield era to the 
modem structures on the attractively 
landscaped site that now serves as the 
center of many community activities in 
addition to traditional college functions. 
In commenting on Conrad’s retire- 


ment, Board of Trustees President 
Ernest Righetti praised his contributions 
to the college and noted that Conrad’s 
leadership had contributed significantly 
to the development of Allan Hancock 
College into one of the finest institutions 
in the state’s community college system. 
Conrad announced that the Board of 
Trustees will follow the Affirmative Ac­ 
tion policies of the college in naming a 
new Superintendent/President. A search 
committee with representation from the 
Board of Trustees, the faculty, ad­ 
ministration, and students will par­ 
ticipate in interviewing the top appli­ 
cants for the position. The Board of 
Trustees will make the final choice after 
interviews with the top five hpplicants 
recommended by the screening commit­ 
tee. 
Conrad, who is 62, will be concluding a 
career of 41 years spent in education. 
With degrees from Duke University and 
the University of North Carolina, he 
began his career in North Carolina, com­ 
ing to California in 1944 to teach at 
University of California, Santa Barbara, 
where he remained until 1953. 
Following a year of teaching at Santa 
Ynez Valley High School he was ap­ 
pointed Coordinator of Secondary Educa­ 
tion for the high schools in Santa Bar­ 
bara County, as a member of the staff of 
the Santa Barbara County Superinten­ 
dent of Schools. In 1956 he accepted the 
position of principal of Santa Maria High 
School, and the following year became 
superintendent of both the Santa Maria 
High School and Junior College districts. 
With the advent of Vandenberg AFB, 
school enrollments soared, and Righetti 
High School was constructed. As the first 
phase of new construction at Allan Han­ 
cock College was completed in 1962 the 
college district was expanded through 
the voluntary annexation of Lompoc and 
Santa Ynez Valley. 
This expansion necessitated having 
separate Boards of Trustees and ad­ 
ministrations of the high school and 
college districts. Conrad chose to devote 
his full time to the college district with 
its surging growth.

week's Inaugural activities is 
expected to exceed $6 million 
Slightly more than half that 
— $3.350,000 — is being spent by 
Carter's Inaugural Committee, 
a private organization which is 
raising the money through sales 
of souvenirs and tickets to in­ 
augural events 
The cost to taxpayers across 
the country is expected to ap­ 
proach $2.7 million. More than 
half — $14 million — will be 
spent by the District of Colum­ 
bia on overtime for police and 
fire m e n and s a n ita tio n 
workers The D C. government 
hopes to be reimbursed by the 
federal government 
Congress 
appropriated 
$825,000 for Carter’s swearing- 
in ceremony The biggest por­ 
tion of that went for a $300,000 
platform on which he will take 
the oath at the Capitol. TTns 
platform — unlike those in past 
inaugurations — was built so 
that it can be used for future 
swearing-ins 
The federal government is ex­ 
pected to spend about a half­ 
million dollars on military 
costs, ranging from the use of 


soldiers to clear ice-covered 
sidewalks along Pennsylvania 
Avenue to the jetting of Gerald 
Ford to California shortly after 
he ceases being president. 


But the festivities associated

'Legionnaires disease' 
solved by detective work 


ATLANTA (UPI) - Six 
months of medical detective 
work have unlocked the mys­ 
tery of what caused the 
"L egionnaire’s D isease," 
which killed 29 persons last 
summer, and also may provide 
answers for unexplained dis­ 
ease outbreaks in the past. 
But scientists still don’t know 
how the newly discovered germ 
was transmitted to 180 persons 
who visited a Philadelphia con­ 
vention hotel, or how it got 


there. Research to solve the 
remainder of the puzzle has 
already begun. 
“We don’t know how it was 
transmitted,” Dr. David Sen- 
cer, director of the national 
Center for Disease Control, 
said Tuesday, “but we now 
know what to look for.” 
What CDC scientists found 
was a large, slow-growing 
bacterium that appeared to be a 
gram-negative bacillus. The 
germ has not yet been given its

Dr Joseph E. McDade. who 
discovered the organism and 
began experiments with it last 
month, said tests of blood sam­ 
ples from 33 patients who came 
down with the pneumonia-like 
illness confirmed that 29 “were 
infected with the organism.” 
McDade concluded the germ 
was the “most probable cause” 
of the disease and any other 
conclusion was “highly un­ 
likely." 
Microbiologists at CDC said 
the organism was difficult to 
grow in ordinary laboratory 
cultures, which is why it was 
not discovered sooner 
Those who came down with 
the disease had been in the 
B ellevue-Stratford Hotel 
around the time of a state 
American Legion convention 
last July. They included 149 
Legionnaires, 30 other visitors,

The Brazilian Coffee In­ 
stitute. unruffled by the inter­ 
national uproar over soaring 
coffee prices, tightened the 
squeeze Tuesday with another 
boost in export taxes, then 
agreed to join a producers’ 
summit meeting to “explain” 
the move to consumers. 
Across the United States, 
consumers mobilized to drive 
home an explanation of their 
own — summed up by one un­ 
identified New Yorker who said 
if prices go any higher, “a 
person will need a second job to 
afford a second cup of coffee.” 
The nationwide boycott ini­ 
tiated by New York Consumer 
Affairs Commissioner Elinor 
Guggenheimer appeared to be 
gaining momentum, but two tea 
brokers sounded a disturbing 
echo to the cry of ‘‘switch to 
tea.” TTiey said tea prices, 
spurred by increased demand, 
are on their way up as well. 
Brazil inflamed the already 
fevered coffee market by up­ 
ping its export tax from $100 to 
$103 per 132-pound sack. Since 
the tax — a major source of 
government revenue — is added 


to prices by Brazilian ex­ 
porters, the move was sure to 
raise coffee costs for U.S. con­ 
sumers beyond the present 
range of $2.50 to $3 a pound. 
Brazilian officials have ex­ 
pressed belief world demand 
for coffee will remain stable, 
whatever the price, and that a 
consumer boycott will do little 
to bring prices down, but not all 
coffee producers were happy 
with the situation. 
Dow-Jones News Service 
quoted a Colombian coffee man 
as saying, “a nervous and 
volatile market like this isn’t 
good for anybody.” 
Brazilian institute director 
Delauro Baumgratz said his 
country, with Colombia, will 
propose a special meeting of 
the 62-nation international cof­ 
fee organization in London on 
Feb. 14. Dow-Jones said both 
U.S. and Brazilian officials at 
first were wary of the session, 
billed as an explanation of soar­ 
ing prices. 
An unnamed U.S. official was 
quoted as saying the meeting 
would be of little value ‘‘if all 
producers do ... is condemn the 
boycott."

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Rex Caldwell's 
making progress 
as a pro golfer 


By SCOTT OSTLER 
Rex Caldwell has a guaranteed income, a brand new baby 
son. and a confident outlook at the start of this, his third year 
on the PGA (Professional Golfers Association) tour. 
In his rookie year, Rex won just over $3,000, barely enough 
to keep from losing his playing card. Last year he fattened 
his wallet with about just under $25,000 in official earnings, 
and this year he hopes to double that. 
Actually the season has already started for Rex, and he 
has failed to qualify for two tournaments, including this 
weekend’s Crosby. But there have been distractions. Last 
Sunday Rex’s wife Margie gave birth to their first child, 
Michael Aaron Caldwell, who at nine pounds promises to be 
long off the tee 


Caldwell, age 26, attended both Cabrillo and Lompoc highs. 
He was a Little All-American at Valley State and spent two 
years on the mini-tour circuit before earning his PGA card in 
1975. 
Now he’s out there with Jack and Amie and Johnny and the 
other guys fighting for checks. Actually there’s a big dif­ 
ference between the big guys and Rex. Rex is still a rabbit. 
He is not exempt from qualifying. What that means is that, 
with a few exceptions, he must fight through a qualifying 
round the Monday before every tournament to earn the right 
to play in the tournament later that week. 
“ It's no bargain being a qualifier.'’ said Rex earlier this 


week after returning home to his Lompoc apartment having 
failed to qualify for the Crosby. “ Qualifying’s a hassle. You 
gotta be exempt. Just being exempt has to be worth $20,000 a 
year, because you get to play every week.’’ 
To gain the coveted “ exempt” status, for next year, Rex 
must finish in the top 60 winners on this year’s official money 
list. He finished 87th last year, with $24,912. To finish in the 
top 60, he would have needed to earn almost $48,000 
“ My goal is to win upwards of $45,000, so I ’ll be exempt,” 
says Rex. 
Pressure is a word often associated with the PGA tour, 
where the golfers outnumber the paychecks by a healthy 
margin. 
But Rex plays down the pressure. 


“ There really isn’t any pressure out there,” he says. 
“ Pressure is when you first come out on the tour, but now 
that I had a progressive second year, I know I can play out 
here, and it’s just a matter of getting yourself mentally 
prepared. 


“ Everybody has a different choking point. Guys who have 
a lot of pressure are the guys on a tight budget. With me, 
money is not a big thing. All my bills are paid.’ 
Caldwell has a new sponsor, a recently-retired real estate 
tycoon from Santa Barbara Age 29 
The sponsor, Bill Levy, gives Rex $30,000 a year, no obliga­ 
tions or interest. The first $30,000 Rex earns goes back to 


Levy. The next $60,000. they split 50-50. And Rex keeps 70 per 
cent of anything he might earn over $90,000. 
Counting money for satellite tournaments (which don’t 
count on the official money list) and other golf-related 
sources, Rex made between $41,000 and $42,000 last year. 
If not only represented a tidy income, but also marked the 
progress of his game. 
“ I told you when I first started out, that if I continued to 
improve. I'd be satisfied,” Rex said. “ I ’m realistic about the 
game; I ’m not a great player. I got to work all the angles 
when I play. I ’m satisfied with what I did last year. I made 
progress.” 
While he’s making some minor adjustments in his swing. 
(“ I ’m playing very well right now, but putting terrible.” ), 
Rex says he’s working more on his mental game. 
“ It’s really easy to get distracted out there. You have to 
program yourself to concentrate.” 
And to work. Caldwell puts in a seven to eight-hour work 
day. Hitting balls, playing practice rounds 
this weekend, Rex will play in the Crosby satellite tourna­ 
ment in Los Angeles, hopefully finishing in the top five to 
earn an exemption for the next tournament, the Andy 
Williams San Diego Open. 
Then it’s Hawaii, then the Hope tournament (he’s exempt 
for that one, having finished 15th there last year). 
Rex will be on the road steadily for the next six months or 
so. joined soon by his wife and young son 
Ernie Banks named

In a career that stretched from 1953- 
’71. Banks belted 512 home runs—which 
tied him with Mathews for ninth on the 
all-time list—and drove in 1.636 runs. He 
owns a 274 lifetime batting average 
Twice named the National League’s 
Most Valuable Player (1958-’59), Banks 
spent most of his career as a shortstop 
and hit more home runs (293) than any 
other shortstop in baseball history. Five 
times in his career he hit over 40 homers 
in a season and he led the league in 
homers in 1958 (47) and 1960 ( 41) and in 
RBI in 1958 (129) and 1959 (143). Four 
times he hit three home runs in a game. 
Although renowned for his power hit­ 
ting. Banks was no slouch in the field 
either A smooth fielder with a strong 
throwing arm. Banks led the league’s 
shortstops in fielding percentage three 
times during the eight seasons he played 
the position In 1963 he was moved from 
shortstop to first base and remained a 
regular at that position through the 1969 
season. 
One of the most popular players ever 
to wear a Cub uniform, Banks con­ 
tributed a great deal to the community 
off the field as well. He devoted much of 
his spare time and energies to working 
with Chicago youth and served a term as 
city alderman.

SAN FRANCISCO — (NEA) — Jerry Sherk, a 28-year-old defen­ 
sive tackle for the Cleveland Browns, has been named by New­ 
spaper Enterprise Association as the outstanding defensive player 
in the National Football League, the winner of the George Halas 
Trophy. 
Sherk is not a household name He has labored in relative 
anonymity for seven years on the defensive line of the Browns, at 
first overshadowed by his tackle mate, Walter Johnson, another 
fine defender who was later submerged in the dismal seasons of 
1974 and ’75 — when the Browns failed to win more than four 
games 
But Cleveland became respectable this past season, with a 9-5 
record, and new appreciation for Sherk’s prowess as an interior 
lineman rose to the surface. 
“I don’t know anybody I’d rather have at defensive tackle,” says 
Forrest Gregg, his coach. “I’m glad I didn’t have to play against 
him.’’ 
Gregg was one of the great offensive linemen in the history of the 
game during his playing tenure with Green Bay 
Appreciation of Sherk’s talent began to em erge in 1975 when he 
was cited by the NFL’s active offensive linemen as the outstanding 
defensive lineman of the year and won the first annual Bulldog 
Award He also won the Third Down Award as the most valuable 
player on the Cleveland team 
Jerry first came to Cleveland in 1970 as a second round draft 
choice from Oklahoma State, where his greatest renown was 
gained for winning the Big Eight heavyweight wrestling cham­ 
pionship His strength and agility on the m at were transferred 
easily to the football field, and he established himself as a regular 
defensive tackle, alongside Johnson, his rookie season 
His chief competition for this year’s Halas Trophy came from 
Jack Ham. the nimble outside linebacker of the Pittsburgh 
Steelers. and Tommy Hart, the fine veteran defensive end of the 
San Francisco 49ers 
This is the fifth year in a row a defensive tackle has been named 
the outstanding defender in the NFL The four previous were Joe 
Greene of Pittsburgh in 1972.

Utah lawmaker seeks 
1 State losing drug battle, 
I gain in other crime areas 
SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) — The day after Utah killed 
Gary Gilmore in the first execution in the United States in a 
decade a state representative introduced a bill to end Utah’s 
death penalty. 
Democratic Rep. Sam Taylor Tuesday submitted the bill 
to strike the section dealing with capital punishment from 
Utah’s criminal homicide statutes. 
Gilmore was shot to death at 8:07 a.m. (MST) Monday by a 
five-man firing squad at the Utah State Prison. Tuesday his 
uncle and two attorneys hired a plane and scattered his 
crem ated ashes over thè Utah Valley where Gilmore gunned 
down two men in separate late night burglaries in July of 
1976. 
Taylor said that despite removing death as the penalty for 
capital murder his bill “ is actually tougher than the death 
penalty It would require that persons sentenced to life in 
prison be confined for a minimum of 20 years without parole. 
It's time we get rid of capital punishment. It is no 
deterrent It is used infrequently and most killers are freed 
after less than 20 years. I think it was brutal for the state to 
shoot a demented man." 
Another representative. Republican Ted Davis, submit­ 
ted a resolution for introduction expressing the state’s 
condolence to the families of Gilmore's victims — Bennie 
Bushnel! and Max Jensen. 
Davis said. 
T want to put the thing in perspective. 
Gilmore has received all the publicity Everyone forgets 
about his victims.

SAN DIEGO (UPI) - Cali­ 
fornia is losing its drug enforce­ 
ment war but gaining ground in 
other law enforcement areas, 
according to state Attorney 
General Evelle J. Younger. 
He told a news conference 
here Tuesday that the state has 
1 million drug abusers, includ­ 
ing an estimated 115,000 addict­ 
ed to heroin. 
Referring to a report deliv­ 
ered to Legislative Analyst A. 
Alan Post Jan. 3. Younger said 
his office estimated heroin ad­ 
dicts accounted for 40 per cent 
of the income-producing crime 
in California. 
“This means that during 1975 
there were a total of 525,000 es­ 
timated robberies, burglaries 
and thefts committed to sup­ 
port 
h e r o i n 
h a b i t s 
in 
Califonria.” he said. 
‘ The report indicates that 
we’re losing the war,” he said. 
’ There’s no point in kidding 
ourselves.’’ 
Organized crime in the Mafia 
or the syndicate sense has not 
become “ really involved” in 
narcotics traffic in the state but 
“would like to be” because of 
the amount of money involved. 
Younger said. 
“They've never been able to 
really take over because it’s so 


easy for anybody that wants to 
get involved to do it,” he said. 
He told newsmen the recently 
signed U.S.-Mexico draft agree­ 
ment on prisoner exchanges 
“contains safeguards against 
an adverse impact” on law en­ 
forcement. 
“Most prisoners in the ex­ 
change will probably be first- 
timers — most of them ‘mules,’ 
people who got a few thousand 
bucks to act as couriers,” he 


said. 
Many of them will be eligible 
for quick release because they 
already will have served more 
time than they would have 
served in the U.S., he said.

P o lly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — Can anyone tell me how to change 
the color of an old laundry tub from its white porcelain 
finish to a dull black like wrought iron? I want to convert 
the tub to a planter for my back patio. 
Also, does anyone have any ideas about what to do 
with those pretty printed and lacy handkerchiefs not 
used in these days of disposable tissues9 
I would like to tell the other readers that I have had 
success with freezing some of those specialty breads, 
like banana bread, so I make it ahead to have on hand 
for special occasions. They make perfect open 
sandwiches if baked in a round container I use 12 oz. 
beer cans with the tops removed just below the rims and 
then spray with a whiff of one of the anti-stick sprays so 
the bread comes out of the can with no effort at all. Fill 
cans one-half full and bake as usual. - K O. 
D EAR K.O. - Betty, my right hand helper, says her 
husband painted a stationary laundry tub with white 
epoxy paint and it was most successful. A paint dealer 
told me that this also comes in black. Directions for 
preparation must be followed very carefully. The sur­ 
face must be clean with no soapy film and a fine sand­ 
paper or liquid sandpaper used to break the gloss. After 
painting, the surface must dry and cure for 48 to 72 
hours. This is hard to work with, so my informant 
suggested thnt you might prefer using a good hard black 
enamel after preparing the surface as above. He says 
this can take the weather outdoors just as well and will 
be far less expensive. 
Not too long ago we had a similar question to yours 
about using handkerchiefs, but the other reader had 
many napkins. They can be sewed together in patchwork 
style to make bridge table covers, tablecloths, bed­ 
spreads and even pretty bathroom curtains. Printed 
ones sewn together in such a fashion, and with feather 
stitiching around them, would make a striking cotton 
evening skirt, too. — PO LLY.

White collar crimes come in 
many shades in the halls of 
business in these United 
States, and one of the most in­ 
sidious forms of crimes in that 
category has to be price fix­ 
ing. 
Related as it is to monopoly, 
perhaps the worst situation 
which could befall a consum­ 
ing public, price fixing has it 
that a group of businessmen 
providing a like product get 
together and decide to set 
their prices at the same level 
thus giving the public no alter­ 
native and themselves record 
profits. 
Until 1974 such action was 
merely a misdemeanor under 
the law and had little effect on 
businessmen who wanted to do 


a little gouging on the side. 
Since 1974 and the changing of 
price fixing laws however, the 
penalty has risen to something 
more equated with the crime. 
Now the guilty party might 
spend as much as three years 
in jail and be fined up to 
$100,000. His company might 
also be fined up to $1 million. 
Most importantly, perhaps, is 
the apparent change in at­ 
titude among those who must 
enforce whatever laws are 
passed. According to Justice 
Department officials, the only 
true deterrent to price fixing 
is that the guilty officials go to 
jail.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 


'Mr. X' witness 


WASHINGTON — A mystery witness 
has sworn to congressional investigators 
that a CIA agent introduced him to Lee 
Harvey Oswald in Dallas three months 
before Oswald gunned down President 
John F Kennedy. 
The witness, whom we have agreed to 
identify only as Mr. X 
because of attempts 
on his life, is the 
founder of a Cuban 
terrorist group that 
worked closely with 
the CIA 
The g ro u p held 
secret m eetings at 
3126 H ollan dale in 
Dallas before the as­ 
sassination. Not long 
after Kennedy w as 
shot, a Dallas deputy 
sheriff was told by an 
informant that Oswald 
had been associating 
with some Cubans at 
“ 3128 Harlendale.” 
Mr 
X ’s. dramatic 
testimony casts new light on the story 
Sylvia Odio. daughter of a wealthy oppo­ 
nent of Cuban Premier Fidel Castro, told 
to the FBI Two months before the Ken­ 
nedy killing, she related, she was visited 
in her Dallas apartment by three men 
who identified themselves as friends of 
her father. 
One was introduced to her as “ Leon 
Oswald." When she saw the picture in 
the newspapers of the man who had shot 
Kennedy, she fainted from shock It was 
the same Oswald, she was certain, who 
had visited her apartment. 
Congressional investigators have now 
learned that the late J Edgar Hoover 
deliberately misled the Warren Commis­ 
sion about Mrs. Odio’s mysterious 
visitors. She was such a persuasive 
witness that the commission staff was 
preparing to investigate her story 
thoroughly. 
Staff members even speculated, ac­ 
cording to one internal memo, that the 
anti-Castro forces might have recruited 
Oswald, a known pro-Castro activist, to 
kill Kennedy. 
“ The motive on this,” states the 
memo, “ would of course be the expecta­ 
tion that after the President was killed. 
Oswald would be caught or at least his 
identity ascertained; the law enforce­ 
ment authorities and the public would 
then blame the assassination on the 


Castro government; and the call for a 
fo r c e f u l 
o v e r th r o w 
w ou ld 
be 
irresistible.” 
But Hoover abruptly blocked this line 
of inquiry by notifying the Warren Com­ 
mission 
that 
the 
FBI 
had located and identified Mrs. Odio’s 
callers. He named them as Loran Hall, 
L aw ren ce 
H ow ard and 
W illiam 
Seymour, all anti-Castroites. Hoover 
even suggested that Mrs. Odio could 
have confused the names “ Loran Hall" 
and “ Leon Oswald.” 
Now the congressional investigators 
have uncovered evidence that all three 
denied visiting the Odio apartment and 
that the FBI had obtained their denials 
BEFO RE Hoover wrote his letter to the 
Warren Commission. 
The investigators have also obtained 
the tape of a fascinating conversation, 
predicting two weeks in advance that 
Kennedy would be shot “ from an office 
building with a high-powered rifle.” The 
prediction was made by the late Joseph 
Milteer. a right-wing rabble rouser, who 
also happened to have close connections 
with anti-Castro leaders. 
The conversation was taped on Nov. 9, 
1963, in Miami, by an FBI informant 
named Willie Somersett, who turned the 
tape over to the FBI the next day. 
Milteer is heard on the tape describing 
how Kennedy would die. Then the rabble 
rouser added knowingly that Kennedy 
“ knows he is a marked man. 
Milteer later admitted to the FBI that 
he had been in Dallas in June, 1963. but 
denied having any knowledge of the Ken­ 
nedy assassination. However, the infor­ 
mant told the FBI that he asked Milteer 
after the shooting whether he had known 
about it in advance or had merely been 
guessing 
“ I don’t do any guessing,” 
replied Milteer. 


But the most explosive development is 
Mr. X ’s statement that he met Oswald in 
the company of a CIA agent. Congres­ 
sional 
investigators questioned the 
m ystery w itness closely on three 
separate occasions. They finally con­ 
clud ed th at “ h is c r e d ib ility is 
strengthened by the details he provides 
consistent with what he told us before. 
Significantly, he remains very strong on 
the Oswald sighting.” 


The encounter occurred in a downtown 
Dallas building, where Mr. X had an ap­ 
pointment with his CIA contact. The 
agent was accompanied by a man whom 


later recognized as Kennedy’s 
Mr. X 
killer. 


“ When he saw it was Oswald that 
killed 
Kennedy,” 
the investigators 
reported in a confidential memo, “ he 
nearly freaked out. but he never said 
anything ” 


The investigators tried to pin down Mr. 
X on how he could be sure the man was 
Oswald Mr. X replied, according to the 
memo, that he had learned “ how to re­ 
tain the characteristics of a person; he 
had trained himself to do that And if it 
wasn’t Oswald, it was someone who was 
EXACTLY (underline! like Oswald, his 
exact double.” 


Mr X knew his CIA contact only as 
“ Morris Bishop,” which, of course, 
wasn't his real name The congressional 
sleuths have been unable, thus far, to 
track him down. 


Mr. X described him as “ a big guy,” 
between 200 and 215 pounds, 45 years old, 
6-foot-2. with blue eyes and brown, blon- 
dish hair The witness also reported that 
Bishop “ never used glasses when (they) 
first met, but the last few years, he was 
wearing glasses to read. He was always 
very tan. and he always had on his face 
not freckles but like sun spots...He was 
always very concerned about his weight, 
always watched his diet.” 


If it turns out to be true that the 
mystenous Morris Bishop was in touch 
with Lee Harvey Oswald in Dallas, this 
doesn’t mean, of course, that the CIA 
had anything to do with the subsequent 
assassination 


Mr. Peter Peterson, the super-bright 
chairman of Lehman Brothers in New 
York and before that adviser in inter­ 
national economic affairs to President 
Nixon, headed up the quadrennial com­ 
mission mandated by law to recommend 
the salaries for high government of­ 
ficials. Mr 
Peterson 
w as not s a tis fie d 
merely to submit his 
report to the Presi­ 
dent, but now seeks to 
advertise its findings, 
to which end he has 
formed a “ Citizens 
Committee for Restor­ 
ing Public Trust in 
Government,” with a 
steering com m ittee 
carefully selected by 
Lehm an 
B ro th e rs’ 
chief ideological tax­ 
onomist to include 
representatives of the 
left, center, and right, 
the latter post being, 
in this instance, my 
responsibility. Accordingly, a few obser­ 
vations: 
I The Commission is right: The pay of 
top officials in government is inadequate 
by the sole governing criterion, namely 
the Brozen Rule. Professor Yale Brozen 
gave us this formula some years ago, as 
applicable to public employes and of­ 
ficials. If the turnover rate exceeds the 
turnover rate in related businesses, then 
the pay scale is too low , if the turnover 
rate is lower, then the pay scale is too 
high. For instance, if city bus drivers in 
New York quit at a greater velocity than 
private bus drivers, they are being un­ 
derpaid 
The Commission gives us a vivid taste 
of this. . In the last three years, four of 
the eleven institute directorships at the 
National Institute of Health have 
become vacant and remain vacant — 
with 85 out of 87 candidates refusing the 
job because of low pay. The Social 
Security Administration lost nine out of 
19 of its most senior civil service 
employes at one time last year, and was 
unable to fill the position of Chief Ac­ 


tuary for more than a year, during which 
time 30 candidates refused the job 
because of the pay. 


2. The Commission is right that the 
reason these top executives are under­ 
paid is that Congressmen and Senators, 
to whose pay scale their own is fixed, are 
underpaid, in eight years they have had a 
5 per cent pay raise, while the cost of liv­ 
ing has increased by more than 60 per 
cent. There is, to be sure, a sublime 
satisfaction in this: The malefactors of 
inflation are inflicting the ravages of in­ 
flation upon themselves. But human in­ 
genuity is such that the average Congres­ 
sman ekes out his living by doing other 
things. 


3. The Commission is right in worrying 
about what those other things are. 
Because many of them, simply put, are 
unethical. Others are border-line. Let us 
take a brazen example: The congres­ 
sman who sits on a committee that 
regulates the oil and gas industry and 
(the example is hypothetical) receives 
contributions of one sort or another from 
the oil and gas industry. 


Take a slightly more difficult case: A 
Senator is invited by his friendly labor 
union to address a state convention, fee 
$5,000. For that, the labor union could 
have got Demosthenes. The lawyer 
whose name continues to reside in his 
home firm attracting business to it in 
virtue of said lawyer’s notoriety as a 
Senator, with the result that at vear end 


there are profits to distribute to the inac­ 
tive partner-legislator. 


4. The Commission, which now recom­ 
mends higher pay and a tighter code, 
cannot speak with a single voice on just 
how to write that code. It is terribly easy 
to get carried away, particularly if you 
listen too hard to the Common Cause 
people, who are the triumphalists of the 
doctrine of Original Sin. Every now and 
then, Congress goes into an orgy of 
prospective self-deprivation. In one 
debate a few years ago, amendment 
after amendment was offered toward the 
purification of that body, and it was even 
proposed (and the motion carried) that 
no Congressman should receive any cash 
dividends from any stock or bond. When 
one Senator asked sheepishly did this 
mean he would have to sell his treasury 
bonds, the answer was Yes! But then, at 
the end of the afternoon, one old veteran 
rose and suggested tabling the entire 
bill: which was hastily done But in­ 
dividual Congressmen could now go 
home and advise their constituents that 
they had voted for austerity. 


The thrust of the Commission’s report 
is, then, correct — though the problem of 
definition needs to be prayed over The 
important thing is to do something, and 
to do it now; or else the people in 
Washington who. unhappily, run our 
liv e s, w ill c o n sist of repen tan t 
millionaires, young ideologues, power- 
mongers, and incompetents

OIL POSTSCRIPT - A United States 
senator played an important backstage 
role in the decision by some Arab states 
to hold down oil prices. 


Jam es Abourezk (D-S.D.) visited the 
Middle East shortly after the November 
elections for the explicit purpose of ask­ 
ing Arab officials not to increase prices. 


As the son of Lebanese parents, 
Abourezk is the only man in the Senate of 
Arab descent. He exerts considerable in­ 
fluence, therefore, among Arab leaders, 
most of whom he knows personally. 


In Saudi Arabia, Abourezk met with 
King Khalid and Oil Minister Ahmed 
Zaki Yam ani. In the United Arab 
Em irates, he held discussions with 
President Shaikh Zayid and Oil Minister

The U.S. ambassador to Abu Dhabi, 
Francis Dickman, was present when 
Abourezk spoke with them. Afterward, 
he outlined the details of the senator’s 
entreaties in a confidential cablegram to 
the State Department.

to point out that an increase in oil prices 
next month, coming just before a new 
president will take office in the United 
States, could be used by elements in U.S.

Those were the days of no electric 
blankets. House heating was done by 
coal in the basement furnace and woe if 


the fire ever went out. There were no 
thermostats or oil heating. Fireplaces 
did little good. 
We were thinking about all of this on 
the beach Saturday as we watched 
youngsters body surfing in the large surf 
off Refugio. 
And then our thoughts turned to the 
more than 30 youngsters and chaperones 
who are off this week to Jimm y Carter’s 
inaugural in Washington, D C. 
We looked closely at the photo of the 
youngsters boarding the bus Sunday 
morning and wondered aloud if those 
jackets would be sufficient for the severe 
weather they were going to experience.
